For the time 
therefore the situation remains 
as it has been; that nobody knows 


whether or not the League has 
paper authority to order forty 
four nations to go to war, hat it 


has any more than paper author 
ity is probably not now supposed 
in many quarters. The tradition 
that it could really secure obedi 
ence to any such orders will last 
only until it is put to the test, by 
the Council of the League actually 
instructing some signatory mation 
to employ its army or. navy 
against some other nation. If that 
is ever done it will not be neces- 
sary thereafter to explain what 
Article X, means, for it won't 
mean anything, 

Emphasizing the Failure. 

The French foreign office claims 
that Smyrna was more probably 
burned \by the Greeks than ‘by the 
Turks, If so that was only be- 
cause the Greeks had the first 


chanee. If they hadn't burned it 
the Turks certainly would have 
applied ‘the ttoreh. The point of 


present importance is not who 
started the blaze, but the faet that 
the city was wiped out as one re- 
sult of Kemal’s conquest of 
Asia Minor. If Constantinople 


were allowed to fall into his hands | 


it would probably go the way 
Smyrna went—though the fires 
night be ‘lighted by Greeks, <Ar- 


menians, Rumanians, Jugo Slavs, 
or members of a dozen other races 
who have the best of all reasons 


| for doing anything they can do to 


prevent or hinder the re-establish- 
ment of the Turkish power, Had 
the Allies prevented the Greek- 
Turk war, or had they ‘backed the 
Greeks in possession of the coastal 
region, Smyrna would not have 
been burned. Had Britain done as 
France and Italy did Constantin- 
ople would likely be in flames or 
ashes by this time. And if Britain 
stands by the terms into which 
Lloyd George was 
Vrance and Italy on Saturday that 
fate will likely enough overtake 
the city sooner or later, If the best 
defence France can make of the 
Turk is to say that other races 
would rather burn cities than al 
low him to gain possession of them 
it had better’ throw up the brief.
